The Heathen around seem to harden their hearts, and endea- 
vour to oppress the Christians in various ways : but God

Firmness under Persecution. 

A Maraver of Varavanalloor having determined to become 
a Christian, the other Mavavers persecute him for ut. A 
few days ago, they took him, under some pretence, from the 
Chapel—bound him—earvied him to another village 
—tortured him = by straitening his body, putting a large 
stone upon his chest, &.; when he was happily reliewed by 
the Headman, who came to apprehend that very Maraver 
who committed the outrage. The poor man was here this 
evening : and declared, that, if they injured him even still 
more, he would not forsake the Lord and His Word, be- 
cause bis soul will live thereby. Lasked him, ‘ Suppose 
somebody would now assure you of 5 or 10 pagodas income 
per month, and make you quite comfortable, would that not 
be enough for you 7’ 
pagodas per month, IT will not leave this Vedam.’

they are said to have replied, that the imhabitants of the 
different towns ought to draw their owa Cars 3 and, when 
the Peons importuned them, they threatened that they would 
become Christians. Without the assistance ofa rich Pariar 
and his dependants, it is believed that the Cars could not 
have been drawn through the street as usual; and once, 
whew the great Car was so much shaken that the Idol had 
almost fallen down, the people made various temarks on the 
vanity of these Idols ; and a Brahmin said, We see that 
Christ gets the upper hand!’ ‘The more jealous Idulaters, 
or rather the interested ones, were greatly irritated against 
Christianity ; and held many consultations about the means 
to be used to uphold the sinking honour of thei: gods : some 
proposed even to murder one of the Cliristians as the most 
efiectual means of frightening the peuple, and of putting a 
stop to the progress of Christianity A well-inclined Hea- 
then of respectability told our Catechist, David, ia confi- 
dence, that the others had exerted themselves wo draw the 
Cars principally from shame, lest the decay of Idolatry 
should become too evislent 

These things admonish us, to be now more cautious than 
ever in our proc eedingy ; bot, at the same thine, to abound 
also in prayer and zeal, forasmuch as we ree, evidently, 
that the Lord has arisen and exerts His mighty arm to as-

Extract of a letter from Rev. S. H. Keeler to a 
Sriend in this city, dated Aug. 20, 1830.

The population of the city of Algiers is about 
85,000 souls, of whom not more than G000 are 
Osmanli ; there is @ similar number of Jews, andl 
the remainder consists mostly of the native Meors.

SKETCH OF ALGIERS. 

The town is surrounded by tower walls, up- 
wards of 30 feet in height, and 12 or Lt feet in 
thiekness; they are built of brick, on a substruc 
ture of stone, ‘without fuussbraye or outworks, 
and around them is adry, shallow diteh, with a 
dwarf wall on the countersearp. ‘The 8. W. part 
terminates in the kasibba, or citadel, an octangular 
edifice on the most elevated spot within the walls, 
and separated from the houses by a deep moat. 
The streets are wretchedly narrow ; indeed, with 
the exception of that trending from the Bab-Azoo- 
na tothe Bab-Abowetta, they are mere lines. 
The houses are square, with galleries supported 
on columns, inclosiug a court-yard) in the centre, 
whence light and air are derived, for there are no 
windows outwards, The roofs are all flat, with 
angles terminated by ornameutal chimneys; and 
as the whole is annually white-washed, the aspect 
of Algiers is singular and grand. ‘There are six 
gates, but no public squares of any extent. The 
chief buildings consist of mosques, bagnios, kas- 
seria (barracks,) and the Dey’s palace, the latter 
being in the centre of the city, with a tolerable 
front of two well-constructed arcades of marble 
pillars ; but the audience hall and courts are ex- 
ceedingly plain. ‘There are several fountains for 
the use of the people, copiously supplied from 
two aqueduets, for which they are obliged to Mo- 
nssa, one of the Moors expelled from Spain ; these 
might easily be destroyed by a besieger, but as 
every house is provided w ith areservoir, in whieh 
rain-water is preserved, it would not occasion 
much distress. The city was formerly called 
Musguuna, by the Moors, from one of their ear 
ly princes, but was afterwards named, savs Leo, 
Gezeir, “ because it lieth near the isles of Minor- 
ca Majorco, and Iviza.” This explanation, how- 
ever, is rather in the spirit of the similitnde be- 
tween Macedon and Monmouth, for there cannot 
be a question that its present Arabic name was 
derived from the rocky islet betore the town; and 
the appellation of .@ Jezeiral el Gazzi, or “ Al- 
giers the warlike,” las obtained from the time 
of Heyradin Barbarossa. The Spaniards of 
that dav differed widely in military energy trom 
those of the present, and with consummate brave 
rv had constructed a fort on the islet, which, witha 
garrison of 200 men, tormented and intimidated 
Algiers for a period of fifteen years. It fell, how- 
ever, to the fortunes of |Heyradin, after an inces- 
gant cannonade of a fortnight, and the heroic goy- 
ernor was carried, desperately wounded, into the 
town, where he was shortly afierwards bastina- 
doed to death. ‘To prevent the future occupation 
of such a spot by an enemy, and to form a haven 
for his gallies, were now the objects of the con- 
queror. Three years of severe and sorrowful la- 
bour, wrung from Christian captives, enabled him 
to connect the Sit al Kolet, or light-house rock, 
and the Rab al Bakka, or mole-head, with the 
town, by a pier of extraordinary thickness, and 
massive construction; and this, by inclosing an 
area of about ten acres, forms the sinall and inse- 
cure port whence the shores of Europe have been 
80 long insulted. The light-house is separated 
from the mole by a narrow ditch, over which is a 
wooden bridge enfiladed by ten guns. Succes- 
sive tiers of batteries, rising in formidable array, 
like the sides of a gigantic three-decker, envelop 
the edifice ; and a tolerably good lantern crowns 
the summit, at the height of about 130 feet above 
the level of the sea. 

The country around Algiers is picturesquely 
studded with neat villas and gardens, anidst 
groves of olive-trees and evergreens. In this 
temperate and delightful region, the soil, where 
tilled, vies with that of any part of the world, and 
a rich profusion of exquisite grapes, melons, and 
other fruits, attest its capability. The eastern 
side of the bay forms a contrast, fur on crossing
